A new Experimental Brigade 
Service Battalion is to be formed 
in the Canadian Army.

Esquimau. B.C. — From a large 
grey building just inside the main 
gate HMCS Naden there emanates 
the sound of music almost any 
hour of a workday week. 

Some of the notes are sweet. 
Some are sour. That’S to be ex¬ 
pected, for the building houses 
the Royal Canadian Navy's School 
of Music. For many years it was 
used only by naval musicians, 
and in it have been many Navy 
bandsmen. 

Today it is something different 
and something bigger. The school 
now provides instruction for mus¬ 
icians of all three armed forces. 
Young men in army khaki and 
others in air force blue have 
joined their musically • inclined 
brothers of the Navy 

In January the school began its 
second year as a tri-service train¬ 
ing establishment. The first few 
months were devoted mainly to 
organization. There were prog¬ 
rams to map out, training sched¬ 
ules to devise, instructors to be 
assetmbeld and facilities enlarged 
to cope with the increased num¬ 
bers to be trained. 

Directing the operation are Lt.- 
Cdr. Stan Sunderland, officer-in¬ 
charge, and Captain Jim Gayfer, 
formerly Director of Music for the 
Canadian Guards, who is the 
musical training officer 

The school now is in full swing. 
Nearly 75 uniformed musicians 
are either starting or advancing 
their studies in a wide variety of 
instruments ranging from the oboe 
and flute to the trumpet and drum. 
Wearing the uniform of their own 
service, the young men on entry 
range in age from 16 to 19, and 
they come from homes across Ca¬ 
nada. 

A mfctximum of 130 students is 
the ultimate target of the school. 

The School of Music provides a 
two-year course. From it, in the 
future, will come the musicians 
for all the military bands of the 
country. 

The school is a big one, but its 
teaching methods do net follow 
the "assembly line" process. 
Heavy emphasis is placed on in¬ 
dividual instruction and individ¬ 
ual practice. This enables quisk- 
to-learn pupils to advance in keep-

ing with their capabilities. The 
school has 90 sound-proof cub¬ 
icles in which the service music¬ 
ians can practice. As attendance 
grows, more cubicles will be ad- 
I ded. 

Each student has a prescribed 
lesson period with his instructor, 
the minimum is two hours a week, 
and spends lengthy practice per¬ 
iods in his cubicle, where he is 
visited from time to time by the 
instructor. Guidance and help are 
always available. There are also 
aural and musical rudimfent in¬ 
struction for each class. 

Individual instruction and group 
and full band rehearsals take up 
about 20 hours a week for each 
of the military musicians. They 
live in the naval accommodation 
block of HMCS Naden. 

After their two-year course at 
the School of Music, the young 
men will rejoin their respective 
service units as bandsmen. 

Since assuming its tri-service 
role, the school has more than 


doublet in size .and operations. 
The half-dozen RCN Chief Petty 
Officers and Petty Officers cf the 
earlier "only navy" instructing 
staff have been joined by six 
non-commisioned officers of the 
army and two from the RCAF. 

Lieut.-Col. Sunderland reports 
the entire program is progressing 
well, "despite an understandable 
nuir.iber of growing pains." He 
notes this is the first school of its 
kind in Canada, and possibly 
throughout the Commonwealth. He 
gives full credit to the students 
themselves: "It" is their enthus¬ 
iasm and spirit that have contrib¬ 
uted most of all to the success of 
this tri-service venture."

Mutiny in World War One 


In June, 1917, only two depend¬ 
able divisions stood between the 
Germans, at Soissons, and Paris, 
60 miles away. In 54 French divi¬ 
sions there were units in revolt. 
The mutiny was one of the best- 
kept secrets of World War One. 
Some rumours filtered through to 
the Germans, but not enough in¬ 
formation to enable them to take 
action. 

It was a hideous episode, an 
object lesson which anyone who 
aspires to command should study. 
In "Mutiny, 1917" John Williams 
describet it briskly and throughly. 

The causes of the mutiny were 
irjany. For long, the Press and 
agents had been busy with sub¬ 
versive propaganda among troops. 
The revolution in Russia, and its 
disruptive effect on the two Rus¬ 
sian brigades serving in France, 
fanned the flames. The poilus were 
battleweary, after three years of 
war, and short of leave. Their 
drooping morale was boosted high 
by General Nivelle's promises of 
victory as he prepared his much- 
vaunted offensive. But again the 
men saw their battalions shattered 
against German defences the art¬ 
illery had failed to soften up — 
and they cracked. 

The mutiny took many forms in 
its 119 separate incidents of "col¬ 
lective disobedience". Men of two 
regiments, having lynched some 
military policemen, seized a train 
and set off for Paris. They were 
halted by a rail block mktnned by 
Cavalrymen and machine-gunners. 


and most of the mutineers sur¬ 
rendered. 

Though one unit stoned its com¬ 
mander's house and another de- 
bagged and thrashed a major, 
few mutineers showed violence to¬ 
wards their own officers who, they 
felt, had suffered with them. The 
major theme of the mutiny was 
refusal to attack. 

Then General Petain, a quarter 
of a century later the pathetic old 
man of Vichy, succeeded Nivelle 
as the French cconmiander-in- 
chief. He restored confidence in 
the high command, made expens¬ 
ive but necessary new leave ar¬ 
rangements. and dealt humanely 
with the mutineers. 

Petain alone communted 219 
death sentences passed by courts- 
martial and officially only about 
35 mutineers were shot. This figure 
takes no account, however, of the 
unnummered mutineers who were 
summarily executed by local com¬ 
manders as an example to the 
rest, or of the 250 who were 
driven into no-man's land and wip¬ 
ed out by French artillery, aided 
by German machine-gunners who 
thought there was a raid on. 

Perhaps the luckiest mutineer 
was a man named Moulia. He 
had been condemned to death by 
court-martial, but as he was on 
his way to execution a German 
shell killed his guards, leaving 
him unharmed. He got clean away 
and, it was rumoured, he was in 
Spain 19 years later.

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Enemy Force and Extreme 
Weather Combined 
Unsuccessful Resistance 

An eighty degree variation in temperature during the course 
of a few days together with insufficient snow over frozen ground in the 
wake cf plummeting thermometers combined to provide the most try¬ 
ing possible conditions for troops engaged in Exercise “Snow Chinthe 
Ill". 


The joint Army/RCAF exercise 
involved more than 1,200 soldiers 
from Western Canada and fifteen 
aircraft from the RCAF's Air Tran¬ 
sport Command. Aim of the exer¬ 
cise was to practice Army and 
Air Force formations in the con¬ 
duct of an airborne air transported 
operation in support of regional 
defence plans. 

Build up of information and the 
issue of warning orders to forma¬ 
tions involved beginning January 
3rd was followed by the deploy¬ 
ment at Wainwright of “enemy" 
forces on Janulary 6th represented 
by ttyo companies from the 2nd 
Battalion, Queen's Own Rifles of 
Canada commanded by Major D. 
G. Gordon. 

Parachutists from the airborne 
company of the 2nd Battalion, 
Princess Patricia's Canadian Light 
Infantry commanded by Lieut.-Col. 
E. M. K. MacGregor — exercise 
'.friendly" force •— launched an 
airborne assault on the afternoon 
cf January 10th to secure an air¬ 
head at Wainwright for the ar¬ 
rival by RCAF transport aircraft 
of the remainder of the friendly 
force. 

The airborne assault force, led 
by Major D. G. MacLeod, left their 
Cl 19 Flying Boxcar aircraft in 
sub zero temperatures to land on 
ground termed by a British par¬ 
achutist observer as "hard as a 
parade square." Throughout the 
remainder of the afternoon and 
most of the following night the 
airborne troops fought seven miles 
across country in temperatures 
dipping below the thirty degree 
below zero mark before making 
the airhead safe for the air trans¬ 
ported operation which followed. 

Enemy forces deployed in the 
vicinity of the airhead were sub¬ 
sequently forced to withdraw in 
the direction of their base of oper¬ 
ations some twenty miles to the 
southeast. During the exercise, 
Queen's Own Riflemen covered of 
sixty miles on foot carrying about 
sixty pounds of equipment and 
hauling heavily loaded toboggans 
off main routes over frozen train¬ 
ing areas sparsely covered with 
snow. 

The air movement of 1 Cana¬ 
dian Infantry Brigade Group Head¬ 
quarters frortf Calgary to Wain¬ 
wright aboard RCAF C119 Flying 
Boxcar and C130 Hercules aircraft 
followed^ and Brigadier B. F. Mac¬ 
donald, Brigade Commander and 
Exercise Deputy Director, took 
over command of field operations. 


"Friendly" Patricia's followed 
up the retreating "enemy" during 
the course of the next two days 
assisted by visual and photogra¬ 
phic sorties flown by reconnais¬ 
sance aircraft from 408 Recon¬ 
naissance Squadron and light air¬ 
craft from the Army's Shilo based 
Air Observation Post Troop. 

Riflemen from the Queen's Own 
were successful in capturing a 
heavy signals platform in the 
early stages of the operation and 
later in surprising and cutting off 
elements of the "friendly" force. 
A well planned withdrawal opera¬ 
tion forced the Patricia's to de¬ 
ploy frequently and resulted in a 
decision by the "friendly" force 
commander to carry out an air¬ 
borne assault designed to cut the 
enemly force in half and bring an 
end to the operation. This was 
successfully carried out on the 
morning of January 14th. 

An air supply mission flown by 
the RCAF on January 12th when 
nearly 4,000 pounds cf rations 
were dropped to the ground forces 
ensured sufficient high caloric 
content food was available to re¬ 
new energies depleted by arctic 
temperatures and lack of sleep 
throughout day and night patroll¬ 
ing activities. Additional rations 
were provided by air re-supply 
through the airhead at Wain¬ 
wright and delivered to troops in 
the exercise area by road. 

Other elements supporting 
troops in the field included an 
airborne medical section which 
dropped with the Patricia's on 
their initial assault, signals and 
engineer technicians and transport 
personnel. 

Exercise co - directors were 
Major General J. M. Rockingham, 
General Officer Commanding 
Western Command, and Air Com¬ 
modore R. G. Lane, Air Officer 
Commanding Air Transport Comf 
mand.

Late at nighty a thief steals into 
a watermelon patch. As he rush 
he trips a tiny wire. A revolving 
gun automatically rotates towards 
him and discharges buckshot into 
backside. 

That's how a "watermelon" gun 
works. 

It's unlikely you've ever seen 
such a gun -— it's rather rare. But 
hundreds do see it — every day 

— in the Winchester Gun Museum 
in New Haven, Connectuit. 

This isn't all they see. The 
museum offers one of the most 
fascinating displays of firearms 
ever assembled — with guns 
dating back to the Middle Ages. 

Actually, although firearms first 
appeared in Europe sometimte in 
the 15th century, the collection 
goes back even further that that. 
It includes a bronze trigger mecha¬ 
nism for a crossbow made in 
China some 2,000 years ago. This 
was one of the very first hand 
projectile weapons, and it is con¬ 
sidered one of the forerunners of 
toddy's firearmh. 

It's easy to trace the develop¬ 
ment of early firearms, starting 
with the museum's oldest gun — 
a European repeating handgun 
with four barrels,made sometime 
around 1450. It's a rare exhibit 
and far more effective for its 
smjbke and noise than for its fire¬ 
power. 

But the majority of the collec¬ 
tion is made up of Americana — 
guns that figured prominently in 
history. 

Custer's - Last Stand 

For example — there's a Gatl¬ 
ing gun with no less than 10 bar¬ 
rels. What role did it play in his¬ 
tory? 

According to gun historians, 
General Custer's forces had two 
Gatling guns. When Custer set 
out on the expedition that ended 
with the famous "Battle of Little 
Big Horn", he decided to leave the 
guns behind — they were too 
heavy and hard to handle! Need¬ 
less to say, this decision might 
have made the difference between 
victory and annihiliation. 

If the museum can be said to 
have a specialty, it is the history 
of the Old West. This fact should 
not be surprising to those who 
know the role the famous "Win¬ 
chesters" played in frontier his¬ 
tory. 

In the late 1800's, the -term 
"Winchester" was practically sy¬ 
nonymous with the word "rifle" 

— in fact popular folklore gave 
the Winchester '73 the title ol 
"The Gun That Won The West". 

Naturally, the most fam.ous Win 
Chester models are on display at 
the museum. One, manufactured 
in 1883, bears the inscription: 

"To Charles Bigelow, 'Texas 
Charley', from W. F. Cody, 'Buf¬ 
falo Bill', 1883." 

Many of these guns were in the 
collection of Oliver Winchester, 
founder and first president of the 


Winchester Arms Company. 

But the museum gives equal at¬ 
tention of the famous models 
marketed by Winchester's compet¬ 
itors — Reirjington, Savage j Colt, 
Marlin and Whitney. 

The museum now owns over 
5,000 weapons worth over $500,- 
000 — one of the largest and most 
comprehensive collection in Ame¬ 
rica. Between 800 and 1,000 of 
these firearms are displayed on 
the ground floor of the Winches¬ 
ter Research Building, a spacious, 
well-lighted museum. 

Ready to be Fired 

Incidentally, Tom Hall, curator 
of the museum, estimates that at 
the present time most of the guns 
in the collection are in condition 
to be fired. 

The "gun oddities" among the 
museum's exhibits are many. 
Aside from the aforementioned 
"watermelon gun", here are some 
noteworthy examples: 

A pair of flint duelers, part of 
the Pugsley collection, which are 
said to have been responsible for 
nine deaths. In one duel, both 
participants were fatally wound¬ 
ed. 

A Sharp's Carbine with a cof¬ 
fee grinder built into the stock. 
Made during the Civil War, these 
guns were issued to Union troops, 
one to a company, so that the 
soldiers could have fresh coffee. 

There is also a unique display 
of "combinations" which includes: 

A combination pistol, dagger, 
and iron knuckles piece — a 
popular defence weapon in Paris 
around 1900. 

A combination pistol, knife and 
corkscrew. The corkscrew, as 
well as opening bottles, springs 
open the switch blade and acts 
as the trigger for the pistol. 

A combination to end all com¬ 
binations: a pistol, a knife, tweez¬ 
ers, fingernail file, cleaning blade 
and toothpick. 

These are but a few highlights 
of this unusual collection. 

For gun enthusiasts, the Win¬ 
chester Museum represents a liv¬ 
ing history of firearms. But even 
the tourist, realizing for the first 
time how much shooting man has 
done in his day, cannot help 
but agree that guns do make his¬ 
tory. 


Alberta Maps Show 
Province In Fine 
Detail 

The Surveys Branch of the De¬ 
partment of Highways has cob- 
pleted preparation of the 1962 ed¬ 
itions of wall maps of the Pro¬ 
vince of Alberta, and these are 
now available to the public. The 
complete map consists of two 
sheets, covering the north and 
south halves of the province. 


These may be purchased separat¬ 
ely or as a matching pair. The 
map is drawn at a scale of 12 
miles to one inch, and measures 
approximately 42 inches in width 
by 68 inches in length. 

Four editions of the map are 
available. These may be had on 
paper only, or mounted on linen, 
with wooden rollers at the top 
and bottom. 

The "Plain Map of Alberta", or 
base map, shows the following 
features: Township outlines (sur¬ 
veyed and unsurveyed); Section 
Lines (surveyed); Surveyed Settle¬ 
ments; National and large Pro¬ 
vincial Parks; Forest Reserves; 
Indian Reserves; Metis Colonies; 
Railways; Highways; Lakes, 
Rivers, Creeks, and Irrigation 
Canals; Incorporated Cities, 
Towns, Villages, and Summer Bil- 
lages; Hamlets, Post Offices and 
Railway Stations, Mainline Air¬ 
ports, and other topographical 
features. 

The "Electoral Map of Alberta" 
consits of the base map, as de¬ 
scribed above, with constituency 
boundaries and names super-im¬ 
posed. 

The Plain Map, the Electoral 
Map and the Judicial Map are 
all available from the Director of 
Surveys, Surveys Branch, Depart¬ 
ment of Highways, Highways 
Building, Edmonton, and persons 
ordering, or making inquiries as 
to the price should specify the 
particular map required. 

The fourth edition is the "Mun¬ 
icipal District Map." This consists 
of the base map as previously 
described, with County, Municipal 
District, and Improvement District 
boundaries and numbers super¬ 
imposed. Orders for, and inquiries 
regarding this map should be sent 
to the Department of Municipal 
Affairs, 10363 - 108th Street, Ed¬ 
monton. 

Publication of these maps en¬ 
tailed the preparation of 22 separ¬ 
ate drawings — two drawings for 
each color used in the map (one 
for the north half, one for the 
south hali). 

In addition to the reports of the 
survey teams now working 
throughout the province, the Sur¬ 
veys Branch has in its vault a 
complete set of the note books of 
every surveyor who has ever 
surveyed townships or settlement 
lots in this province, some datiing 
back to the turn of the century. 
These books contain, in addition 
to the survey reports themselves, 
invaluable information on the to¬ 
pography, the game conditions, 
crop possibilities and, in some 
cases, even suggestions as to the 
means of settlement of certain 
areas. These books are frequently 
referred to by various depart¬ 
ments of the government in the 
compilation of reports, and back¬ 
ground information.

Ten members of the council 
were present for the January 21st 
meeting plus Major H. H. Hennie, 
the outgoing chairman and two 
YMCA representatives, Miss Logan 
nnd Mr. Bishop. 

Major Johnston, the new chair¬ 
man, thanked Major Hennie for 
his work in the past and for the 
well organized council left behind. 
Maj r Hennie expressed his ap¬ 
preciation to the council for their 
co-operation during his term of 
cffice. He extended thanks in part¬ 
icular to Mr. Howard Dales for 
his fine work as Treasurer and 
Secretary over a long period of 
time. 

The executive how consists ol 
the following: Major Johnston, 
Chairman; Major Buckley, Deputy 
Chairman and GSM (WO 1) Jack- 
son, Secretary. Lt. Mandziuk will 
assume the duties of Treasurer ef¬ 
fective 1 Apr. 63.

It was brought to the attention 
of the Meeting that complaints had 
oeen received fromi parents that 
school children are being forced 
to wait outside the school in the 
recent bitterly cold weather for 
some time before being permitted 
io enter the schools. Morning clas¬ 
ses commence at 0900 hours and 
afternoon classes at 1330 hours. 
The doors of the schools are open¬ 
ed 15 minutes prior to those times. 
Parents are earnestly requested 
to ensure that their children leave 
for school so that they arrive coin¬ 
cident with the time that the doors 
are opened and thus avoid child¬ 
ren arriving in their classrooms 
bitterly cold and in some cases 
with frost bite. 

The meeting was also advised 
ihat complaints had been receiv¬ 
ed over the Griesbaeh School 
Board policy of concentrating the 
Grade 6 in School No. 2. This 
means that Grade 6 students liv¬ 
ing in the old section of Camp 
miust pass School No. 1 on their 
way to school. 

The Junior High School ie. 
trades 7, 8 and 9, is concentrated 
in School No. 1 and in fact, every 
effort has been made to set up 
rur Junior High as a school with¬ 
in a school. Junior High School 
students are accorded certain pri¬ 
vileges not available to the rest 
of the school and by the same 
token are placed under restric¬ 
tions that are not applicable to 
the rest of the school. By concent- 
ration, we have been able to de¬ 
partmentalize ie, a specialist 
teaching mathematics and science 
a specialist French teacher, etc. 
Each year the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment issues a tabulation of the 
average marks per subject across 
the Province, based on the Grade 
9 Government examinations. We 
are sure that residents of Gries- 
bach will be pleased to know that 
the results obtained by the Grade 
9 Griesbaeh students invariably 
are higher in each subject than 
the Provincial average. Thus the 
end results would certainly war¬ 
rant the iconvenience of all our 


shelve the project as there is no 
secure place to keep the equip¬ 
ment. 

S/Sgt. Turnbull has taken over 
the job of rink attendent from Spr. 
Coture. 

In accordance with a motion ap¬ 
proved by a previous meeting, a 
further sum of S750 was set aside 
in a Skating Rink Reserve. This 
reserve now totals $1,500.

Parents should first 
bring to the attention of the stud¬ 
ent's teacher any complaint that 
they may have and then if the 
parent is not satisfied with the 
explanation given by the teacher 
they should speak to the school 
principal. If they still feel their 
complaint has not been answered 
to their satisfaction the matter 
should be brought to the attention 
of the superintendent of schools. 
If the parent is still dissatisfied 
then the complaint should be ad 
dressed in writing to the Chair¬ 
man of the Griesbaeh School 
Board.

The first time I did it my husband said 
"Impossible, it just can't be done" — so to prove it could, I did it 
again! Since then I have met a few ladies and even on gentleman 
who have accomplished this quite difficult feat and somehow I don't 
feel so bad. At the time however, I really wished I hadn't been so 
unique as the pain and misery I had to bear wasftr't worth it. When 
you first discover that the door is shut and your thumb is missing, 
your immediate reaction is one of astonishmfent and numbness but 
after you have opened the door and feeling returns, the temptation to 
jump a mile in the oir is irrestable. V/hen it happened to me it 
was winter and I tried thrusting my thumb into the snow without much 
effect. The agony I suffered all that night and the next day until I 
could get to a doctor in indescribable. However, I have good news 
for all you do-it-yourself fans, if this should happen to you in the 
fututre here is the correct procedure for treating a buised thumbnail. 


LIBRARY RE-OPENS 



"Shortly after a thumbnail is severely bruised it may become 
purple in colour and cause severe pain and throbbing. This is due 
to haemorrhage. As the blood cannot escape, it forces the nail away 
Irony the bed. Wash the nail thoroughly — preferable with an anti¬ 
septic, and sterilize the point of a sharp pen knife. Place the point 
vertically on the nail — over the part which is mosit bruised — and 
twist the knife round and round, pressing gently. This is quite pain¬ 
less. In a short while there will be a small hole in the surface of 
the nail, and a small amoiint of dark blood will appear. Press the 
nail gently (with a piece of cotton wool dipped in antiseptic) until 
all the blood has escaped and the natural colour is restored."

Monthly Food Service Recipes 


MONTHLY FOOD SERVICE RECIPES 


Now is the time to enjoy some Oriental food for the week-end. 
Oriental cooking is easy, and usually does not involve very much 
expence. The following, I have found to be very tasty and some¬ 
time^ I cook up a large amount and "Deep Freeze", to be used when 
a fast effortless meal is required. 

Fried Peanuts work just as well in place of Almonds. Also, I 
would like to add, really sends that old Denver or Ham Omellete. 
Jusit fry peanuts as you would an egg in a little Fat or Oil. 


CHINESE CHOP SUEY 


2 oz. Almonds fried in Fat or Oil 

1 Onion (choped) 

2 oz. Sliced Mushrooms 
4 oz. Diced Celery 

4 oz. Bean Sprouts (cut into pieces) 
4 oz Bamboo Shoots (cut in pieces) 
6 to 8 oz. Meat (meat or chicken) 
Method: 


% pint Chicken Stock 

1 tsp. Cornstarch 

2 tsp. Soya Sauce 

Vi tsp. Monosodium Glumate 
(accent) 

4 Water Chesnuts 
2 Eggs 


Fry the blanched adn roughly choped almonds in the oil, remove 
and keep warm. Add the chopped onion and mushrooms, and fry 
these for about a minute. Add the celery, bean sprouts, bamboo 
shoots and the thinly sliced and choped meat. Cook for a few min¬ 
utes, turning the mixture over in the oil with a palette knife. Blend 
the cornstarch with the Stock and add he soya sauce. Sprinkle his 
over the mixture, and season as required cook two minutes, add the 
finely chopped water chestnuts and almlonds, and put the mixture 
into the hot oiled pan. Cook as for an omelette and serve on the chop 
suey. Serves 4 to *. 


JAPANESE CHOP SUEY 


1 lb. Veal Beef, Chicken or Pork 

2 tbsp.. Soy Sauce 
1 tbsp. Honey 


2 Onions chopped 
4 to 6 stalks Celery, choped 
Vi to Yi lb. fresh Mushrooms 
sliced 


'/i tsp. Monosodium Glutamate 
(accent) 

1 or 2 Garlic cloves, minced 

2 tbsp. Peanut or Sesame Oil 

1 Green Pepper, cut into large 
slivers 


1 can Bean Sprouts 
1 tbsp. Cornstarch 
1 or 2 tbsp. Soy Sauce Consomme 
or Sherry 
Salt to taste 


Method: 

Cut meat against the grain, with a sharp knife so slices will be 
thin. Roll and soak meat half an hour in mixture of soy sauce, honey, 
accent and garlic. Heat oil, add marinated meat and stir quickly over 
high heat a few seconds'. Reduce heat to simmer and cook 15 min- 
untes. Add green pepper onions, celery, mushrooms and bean 
sprouts to meat. Blend cornstarch with water, soy sauce consomme 
or slherry and add. Stir quickly over high beat a few seconds., cover 
and cook 7 or 8 mfinutes over medium heat, add salt to taste. Serve 
immediately with boiled rice. Serves 4 to 6. 


CHICKEN AND ALMONDS 

% lb. steamed or boiled Chicken Salt and Pepper 

1 bunch green onions Fat or Oil for frying 

2 oz. Almonds Vi oz. Cornstarch 

1 tsp. Soy Sauce 4 tbsp. chicken stock 

Method: 

The cocked chicken should be free of skin, bones and excess fat 
when weighed. Cut the chicken, onions and mushrooms into small 
pieces. Blanch and dry the almonds, then fry them in hot oil till 
lightly browned and crisp. Fry the chicken, onions and mushrooms, 
take out and keep hot. Add the cornstarch, and then blend in the 
stock and soy stauce, season, add chicken, simmer for a few minctes, 
stirring, then add the almonds. Serve imnlediately with steamed rice. 
Serves 4 to 6.

A Congo News 
Letter 

By John Hudson 

Greeting from the Congo, the 
land of waving palm trees and 
withering sunshine (when it isn't 
raining). Leopoldville or Leo has 
the most beautiful homtes in the 
world, but at the moment no in¬ 
dustry and nothing to buy except 
hard wood carvings and ivory. 
One is either very rich or very 
poor here. Most government em¬ 
ployees are well off (by Congol¬ 
ese standards) but the • remainder 
of the population, other than the 
whites, are practically destitute. 
Before independence, Leo was a 
city cf some 300,000. Now it has 
some 700,000 citizens and an un¬ 
employed labour force of nearly 
200,000. This doesn't seem to 
bother the natives though. 

On the lighter side, we, as Ca¬ 
nadians, are held in great esteem 
by both the populace and the of¬ 
ficials. There are occasional in¬ 
cidents which are bound to crop 
up but on the whole the general 
feeling towards us is very friend¬ 
ly. Fruit and produce is very 
cheap. Bananas sell for epprox- 
imately ,02c per pound. The tom¬ 
atoes are large and tasty, the let¬ 
tuce crisp and the celery firm 
juicy. Milk and ice cream are just 
words, but the unit manages to 
get a one meal supply on occa¬ 
sion. 

Of course, there are the usual 
monkeys kept as pets by the 
sguadrons. who are interminable 
pests at meal times (and any 
other time too) but they will have 
to go. 

Yours truly is suffering from 
the heat which will subside in 
about a months time as the blood 
thins. The wind, when it blows, 
is as hot as the sun, so con- 
seguently one dresses in th 
lightest and leastest possible 
clothing. 

Cigarettes and liquor are cheap • 
and easily available. Beer for some 
reason is harder to come by. The 
week's ration is picked up Satur¬ 
day mornings and by Sunday 
noon it's gone. Not that we are 
lushes, just thirsty. Speaking of 
thirst, the local water supply has 
been condemned, so-- — . 

Living in the next barrack block 
(actually apartments) are the Ind¬ 
ian Contingent. They operate the 
supply depot and the ONUC hos¬ 
pital. I often wonder why we 
didn't get pork a little oftener 
and now I know. Being Hindu, the 
Indian is forbidden to touch pork 
and consequently the supply de¬ 
pot doesn't carry it. Our pork 
chops are flown in every two 
weeks. 

Enough for now, I must get on 
with my tan.
